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New Business Mr. Pridonoff e Financial Packet Review For the month of May FY23, the Village had a combined bank balance of
May 2023 $3,487,113.26. Of this amount $1,769,348.17, can be found in the Village’s

primary checking account, while the balance resides in several Village
dedicated funds.

For the month of May FY23, the Village generated $130,157.09, in General
Fund income tax receipts. This number was 52% higher than the previous
year. This can be attributed to collections from the State of Ohio and RITA
retainer refund for 2022, which was received in April 2022. For the year, the
Village has collected $307,999.96, in General Fund income tax receipts. This
is almost 9% higher than May FY22.

The Village has received the first bi-annual disbursement of real estate
taxes from the Hamilton County Auditor, in March. The second bi-annual
disbursement is expected in August. The Village received the first
homestead rollback in May this year, which was received in April 2022.

The Village received $219,096.63 in General Fund Receipts. This number is
$77,815.99 more than May FY22. This includes the homestead
apportionment for 2023. The Village received $505.19 in additional funds
from the DEA Program, totally $100,614.75. Historically, both May and
June are slower months for this program, but the Village continues to be
ahead of projected receipts of $200,000 for the year for that program. The
Star Ohio Fund earned $6,696.04 for the month of May, totaling $19,950.35
for 2023.

The top five payees for the month were Adleta, Payroll, G&R Partin
Plumbing (backhoe), DPS, and Rumpke.

Total Village General Fund Appropriations spend for the month was in the
amount of $187,538.06. This figure is $40,520.87, less than May FY22.

The Village had 26 outstanding payments that totaled $32,590.31, the bulk
of which is payment to the Jefferson Health Plan. Village Administration will
continue to monitor appropriation spend and make any adjustments
deemed necessary.

The Village experienced fraudulent payments to multiple financial
institutions. The activity was identified by both Ms. Burgin and Mr.
Pridonoff. 5/3 Bank has returned all monies. The Ohio Auditor of State was
notified. They recommended both a police report and report to the FBI of
the activity. Mr. Hirth stated that identifying and acting to end this activity
is a good test to our separation of financial operations strategy, proving that
it is working.

The budget will be submitted in mid-July to Hamilton County. Income tax
and property tax receipts are projected up, even though the Village has lost
Peterman Bus Company and Ace Exterminators.

The Village plans on funding the Recreation Fund with $12,000 for 2024
Village-sponsored events.

Ms. Burgin attended the annual conference with RITA in Worthington, OH.
She reported on the state of RITA and its constituents.
